Walker School named for one of Wilmington's Minutemen 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

The old West School of 
Wilmington has been accepted in 
the National Historical Register as 
a one room school of the model 
which to be in 
Massachusetts long before the 
Revolution. Further, it is a school 
which is in good condition, which 
happens to be a relevant point. 

Wilmington can be traced back 
into the 17th century. A_ mile to 
the west southwest via Aldrich 
Road was, possibly, the first home 
in Wilmington, that of Abraham 
Jaquith. He believed he had settled 
in Woburn. His home happened to 
be in Billerica. 

The settled town, in which dwelt 
the Butters. the Bucks. the Carters 
and the 
east, about two miles away 

Some may have read recently in 
this publication of the Walker 
family, which helped to establish a 
school in Goshen about 1720, at 
the corner of Butters Row and 
Main Street. There stood the home 
of Samucl Walker and hiy wife 
Judith Howard. They. and others, 
established the first’ school in 
Wilmington 

Capt. Samuel Walker 
Samuel. together with such persons 
as members of the Butters Family. 
Deacon James Thompson and 
Deacon John Harnden were the 
prime movers towards the 
establishment of a new town. Their 
successors in the carly 19th 
century established schools in the 
four quarters of the town. 

It is this writer's belief that a 
Wegt School was constructed at 
about the time of the Revolution in 
the corner on Shawsheen Avenue, 
somewhat distant from the old 
West School of today 

Capt. Samuel Walker, as has been 
related, and his wife Hannah had 
12 children. 1 died of 
distemper in a period of 41 days 

Of the four surviving children, 
one was named Timothy, born in 
Wilmington in 1732. Timothy, in 
1758 married Eunice, daughter of 
Joseph Brewster of Duxbury. 


Timothy and Eunice lived in a 
farmhouse which was reportedly 
constructed in 1735. Persons living 
in Wilmington up to 1950 called it 
the Alden Eames Home. That 
house burned down in 1952. 

There were more than a few men 
named Timothy in the Walker

family. There were several 
Congregational clergymen in New 
Hampshire and Maine who could 
trace their ancestorship to Capt 
Samuel or his brother, but the 
Timothy who lived on Shawsheen 
Avenue was not one of these. 

Timothy Walker of Shawsheen 
avenue and his wife Eunice became 
the grandparents of Timothy 
Walker, born in 1802, and Sears 
Cook Walker. born in 1805. Both 
attended the school at Aldrich 
Road and Shawsheen Avenue. Both 
went to Harvard College. 

Timothy became a judge in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, before the Civil 
War. Sears Cook Walker was a 
scientist of some noté in the days 
before the Civil War. He lived in 
Philadelphia, and was ins! ental 
in the formation of the U.S. Coast 
and Geodetic Survey 

The late Nicholas Longworth, for 
many years the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives in 
Washington, about the time of 
Teddy Roosevelt, was a descendant 
of Judge Walker. His wife, the late 
Alice Roosevelt Longworth was 
the lady who was known as 


Princess Alice, because she had 
dwelt in the White House. 

Timothy Walker of Wilmington, 
the son of Captain Samuel and 
grandfather of the Hon. Timothy 
Walker and Sears Cook Walker 
was the man who became the 
Captain of the Wilmington Militia. 
on Concord Day. He commanded a 
company of 50 soldiers, one of 
whom was Sargent Joshua 
Harnden, of the Wilmington 
Harnden Tavern. 

They were not Minutemen. They 
did march to Concord. Apparently 
they took no part in the fighting. 
One of the soldiers under his 
command on that day was Sam 
Hopkins, for whom, it is said, 
Hopkins Street was named. About 
three families of the Hopkins 
family dwelt in that area. Sam 
became a Colonel of the Militia 
about the time of the War of 1812. 

Timothy Walker later became a 
major in the militia. He was elected 
town treasurer of Wilmington, and 
a state representative for 
Wilmington. 

He tried to convince the people of 


the Wilmington church that they 
should become Unitarians. In that 
he failed. 

Afterward he was elected Deacon 
of the Wilmington church.. That, 
to him was a position with more 
honor than to serve in the state 
militia, or to serve in the state 
legislature. 

Sears Cook Walker, grandsons, 
one of three, graduated from 
Harvard and went to Pennsylvania 
to teach. He attended college there 
to study medicine, geology and 
other subjects. His abilities led to 
his appointment to the Coast 
Survey and he was instrumental in 
the beginnings of the U.S. Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. 

It is not known when and where 
Sears Cook Walker died. 
Presumably this was why the 
school in Wilmington was named 
in his honor. In 1885 he would 
have been 90 years old. 

In 1885 Wilmington constructed 
a new school - half high school and 
half grammar school, two stories, 
called the Center School. The 
previous Center School, one room, 
today the Fourth of July 
headquarters became the

Wilmington Public Library, so 
named by Charles W. Swain and 


Then, after a lot of discussion a 
decision as made to construct a 
school across from the Hiller 
cranberry bog (today Rotary 
Park), and adjacent to Church 
Street, on land belonging to Mrs 
Hiller. The price of the land was 
$500. 

The choice of that land did not 
solve the problems in the South 
and West School areas, but the 
school committee had to solve 
problems and get more room for 
pupils. 

So the town meeting voted for a 
new school. That school cost 
$6,905.00. John T. Wild was 
chairman of the — building 
committee. He lived in an imposing 
home, still on Lake Street and was 
superintendent of the ice company 
which was located at what is now 
the Town Beach, Silver Lake.

Lots of mail 

In the year 1997 we are going to 
receive an avalanche of mail on the 
importance of the elderly joining an 
HMO. The question that is 
disturbing Elder Service Groups 
throughout the country is “why?” 
Most of us are happy with Medicare 
coverage, that is paying 80 percent 
of our medical services. Many of 
our politicians are trying to 
convince the country that when we 
receive Medicare coverage it is a 
free gift from the government. No, 
that is not so, every senior citizen 
receiving a Social Security check a 
monthly insurance payment for 
their medical care is taken out of 
the benefit check 

This year it will be $43.60 a 
month or $523.20 a year. We will 
pay for this insurance policy, 
needed or not. Just like a life 
insurance policy, we keep paying 
until we die. Then it is paid off 
That is not charity, we paid for it to 
bury us. The same is true of 
Medicare and supplement policies 
If we do not get sick we continue to 
pay. When we become ill and need 
care is when the insurance pays. 

Many of the HMO's do not feel 
this way. Remember when we join 
an HMO, we still pay for our 
Medicare insurance policy. The 
only difference is Medicare does 
not wait until we get sick. Every

if we have not to @ doctor 
They could re eit for a long 
time. Not having to"pay a penny of 
it for our medical ¢ 

Now problems are ansing trom 
the HMOs, that we did not have 10 
worry about when our Medicare 
insurance and supplement policy 
paid for all our medical care. It is 
that the HMO administration will 
decide if we need treatment ordered 
by our doctor under the HMO. Too 
many seniors are in HMOs and 
finding over and over that they are 
being deprived of essential 
treatments or operations and being 
discharged from hospitals the day 
afler a serious operation or other 
serious medical illness. Some 

ergency rooms 
z n. refused and 
sent home because the administrator 
of the HMO rejected the use of 
expensive test. that would have been 
n. If you receive this type of 
treatment from an HMO, remember 
you are still paying Medicare for 80 
percent of your medical treatment 
Do not leave the hospital before 
receiving all necessary treatment 
your doctor feels needed to make 
you well. 

Ask for a telephone to call a 
lawyer at the Medicare Advocacy 
Project. Let the lawyer fight the 
HMO for you. You have the same 
rights for medical treatment you 
if ‘d under Medicare. Don't 
give up those rights because you 
have joined an HMO. For more 
information on the Medicare 
Advocacy Group, call Mass.

The Town Crier's Wilmington High School 
Male Athlete of the Year: Billy Harrison

To be able to explain the kind 
of athlete Billy Harrison is, this 
past Saturday made it pretty casy. 
Harrison - who admitted that he 
didn’t know as much as he wants 
to in wrestling - had not wrestled 
in over 18 months. And he came 
away with a third place finish in 
the 160-pound weight class. 

Oh yeah, he also was the run- 
ner-up in voting for the Cape Ann 
League Player of the Year in 
Football as he led the 9-2 Cats 
with 1,037 rushing yards on 14 
touchdowns. He also is a very 
good baseball player as a short- 
stop/pitcher. 

Playing three varsity sports as a 
freshman, Billy Harrison led a 
group of young freshman that 
entered the high school in the fall 
of 1993. Harrison and company 
gave this school a new life as it 
appeared as if there young talents 
would salvage, most importantly, 
the football program. And that 
Harrison did. 

As a freshman,, Harrison shared 
time as a kick-off/punt returner as 
well as running the ball a few 
times. His sophomore year he 
found himself the quarterback in 
an option offense and his junior 
and seniors seasons, he was the 
team’s go-to back as he compiled 
many fine games, many fine runs 
and many amazing plays. Harri- 

very good all-around 
who is very versatile, very 


“Billy is the most dedicated 
athicte I have seen in a long time,” 
said first-year football coach Bob 
Almeida. “He gives his all, all of 
the time. Billy proved that he was 
the back back in the league. I 
would put him and Sean as the 


best combination of running backs 

in the league. Billy is very deser- 

thing he gets be- 

everything he could 

for the football team. A lot of 
kids looked up to him.” 

When Harrison graduates, he 
will have I1 varsity letters, two 
Lowell Sun All-Star awards in 
Football, two Cape Ann League 
All-Star awards in football and an 
all-star award as a junior in 
baseball. And he still has the rest 
of wrestling season to go as well 
as a baseball season to go. 

“I really love both football and 
baseball,” Harrison said. “There 
are so many things I like about 
football. I like being a part of a 
team and I like being able to run 
and hit. And baseball ... is base- 
ball.” 

Harrison is very strong in both 
football and baseball. He was the 
third leading scorer in Eastern 
Mass. this past fall. Harrison said, 
he really liked this past season and 
he really liked sharing rushing 
duties with Kerrigan. 

“Sean is as equally as good of a 
running back than | am and I 
think the two of us did pretty 
good. I really liked the rotation 
I liked it a lot,” Harrison said 
“This year was a lot of fun. I 
liked coach Almeida - I liked the 
way he ran the offense. the 
defense and I liked how he ran 
everything. But I think we would 
have won with any coach - we had 
that talent.” 

It wasn’t easy for Harrison and 
company through his first three 
years in football. The team mana- 
ged just eight victo combined 
in those three years, including a

miserable 4-7 record as a junior. 
Harrison said that wasn’t casy to 
take. 

“It’s hard to cope with losing - 1 

it,” Harrison said. “But we 
always knew that we had the 
potential. I think we knew how to 
win, we just always found a way 
to lose. But everyone has to lose 
sometime and we had our share 
And now we were able to put 
things together and have the first 
winning football team [in 12 
years]. I think this year, when- 
ever we got down, we picked 
ourselves up and gol stronger as a 
team and that really helped” 

Besides leading the team in 
rushing yards the past two sea- 
sons, Harrison also has been the 
team’s kick-off/punt returner 
This season he racked up close to 
150 yards in that category. He 
also was called on for a few 
halfback option calls as he tossed 
for 110 yards on two completions 
in four tries. 

“That was fun,” Harrison said 
“It added a whole new dimension 
into our game when we used it.” 

Finally in football, Harrison 
also was an outstanding defensive 
back. He really came on strong in 
that category this past season as 
the team really struggled de 
fensively the past few years when 
opponents decided to pass the ball 
Harrison attributed his drastic im- 


provements to assistant coach 
Gary Nihan. 

“He showed me so many 
different reads and footwork that 
the pros use and | think that 
helped me out a lot. | also think I 
Was stronger and quicker, too,” 
Harrison said. 

Harrison said he and Kerrigan, 
who play the same three sports 
together, trained together a lot by 
lifting weights and/or running to 
get in shape. At 5°9” and 170 
pounds, Harrison has really made 
the most of his abilities. 

“I think Billy could play both 
baseball and football [ in college] 
at the right Division One pro- 
gram.” said baseball coach Dick 
Scanlon. ~He has so much poten- 
tial.” 

In baseball, Harrison has been 
the team’s shortstop the past three 
years as well as occasionally 
getling a few innings on the 
mound. With a good fastball and 
an excellent curveball, Harrison 
will be remembered for being the 
winning pitcher when the Cats 
beat one of the best teams in the 
state at that time in Reading. So 
it's sale to say that Harrison is also 
a very versatile baseball player 

“He is certainly one of the best 
hitters I have coached in quite a 
few years.” Scanlon said. “He 
batted in the high .300's as a 
freshman, over 400 as a sopho-

more and in the high 300's as a 
junior. And last year he didn't get

Highlighted by Tewksbury’s 
Mike Howell's emotional cham- 
pionship match and Wilmington’s 
Billy Tate's thriller overtime win 
to win the 130-pound weight class, 


the tenth annual Wilmington Sons . 


of Italy Wrestling Tournament 
was once again a success. 

Tewksbury, who had nine dif- 
ferent wrestlers place and seven of 
those in the finals, finished second 
place behind Methuen, in a weird 
kind of scoring system. Wilming- 
ton, on the other hand, has con- 
tinued to rise the past few years as 
it swiped a respectable 7th place 
out of 14 teams at the WHS gym- 
nasium. 

The very long day begun at 
10:30 and it didn’t end until after 
11:00 p.m. And the second to last 
match of the night was Howell's. 
Howell was wrestling his first 
match this season and immediately 
he was tested. He went up against 
Frank Fodera, who was rated 
among the top ten in the country 
in the 215-weight class. Howell, 
was a returning champion in the 
189-pound weight class and he 
was making a significant jump up 
to the 215s. 

The match was very interesting 
Both Howell and Fodera kept 
locking up their arms and forcing 
cach other out of bounds, pretty 
forcefully. Both wrestlers got to 
know the bleachers, the gym floor 
and several spectators pretty well 
as that is all they were able to do. 

With that going on for the first 
two rounds plus, Fodera had a 2-1 
point lead. Howell had lost a 
point carly on, but he gained it 
back with a nice escape move. 
With the score 2-1, with less than 
20 seconds remaining, Fodera 
earned two more points on a 
takedown, making it 4-1. Now 
with five seconds lefi, Fodera was 
able to slam Howell pretty good 
down on the mat, which ended the 
match as he held up his finger, 
saying he was number one. 

Needless to say, both of these 
wrestlers will most likely meet up 
ugain, and even though Howell 
lost 4-1 one can bet he will get the 
last laugh. While, Fodera was 
featured in Sunday's Boston 
Globe, Howell also had a three- 


page spread of himself in Sunday's 
Boston Herald - these guys are 
that kind of wrestlers and athictes. 

Anyway, the other big highlight 
of the night was watching Billy 
Tate become the third Wilmington 
wrestler in ten years to bring 
home a championship in this 
toumey. Tate's success is featured 
below. 

After Howell was defeated, the 
last match up the night also 
became very interesting. Ralph 
Perrotti of Tewksbury, had been 
wrestling for nearly two weeks 
and he found himself in the finals 
of the Heavyweight Division 
against Jake Pelletier of Salem. 
Unfortunately, Perrotti got pinned 
at the 1:14 mark of the first 
period, but upon being pinned, 


Perrotti_ also broke a_ rib. 
Tewksbury head coach Al Dono- 
van said he was very impressed 
with Perrotti and his team. 

“I'm very happy with the 
performances,” Donovan said. 
“It's kind of strange that we had 
nine guys place and seven guys in 
the finals and we finished second, 
but I guess that’s how things go. I 
was glad to see some of the 
younger guys like Steve Flanagan 
do as well as he did and Dan 


Sdankus and Ralph Perrotti. I'm 
very happy.” 
Perrotti was able to get to take a 


second place with two pin victo- 
ries over Matt Jalbert of Somer- 
ville and John McGonagle of Win- 
chester 

In the 119-pound class. Steve 
Flanagan swiped a second place as 
he lost to a defending state champ 
Jarrod Lawler of North Andover, 
11-0. Flanagan had beat Kufi 
Sardie Mensatt of Winchester as 
well as Chris Re of Haverhill and 
Rich Green of Salem. 

Continuing on the successful 
road of Tewksbury, came Rob 
Donovan, head coach Al's nep- 
hew. Rob took the 125-pound 
weight division, winning in the 
championship round. 9-1 over 
Dave Van Aken of Winchester 
To get to that point, Donovan beat 
Brian Grillo of Wilmington and 
Jake Evelleth of Salem. 

In the 145-pound division, Dan 
Sdankus’ 16-6 victory over Rich 
Rancourt of Dracut earned him 
the championship. Sdankus rated 
number one and Rancourt number 
two, won this match with many 
takedown moves from the start to 
finish. To get to that point, Sdan- 
kus pinned Ryan Clancy of Wil- 
mington and Joc Murphy of Win- 
chester 

Senior Paul Allen also of Tew- 
ksbury, was able to bring home a 


championship himself in the 135- 
pound weight class with a 4-2 win 
over second rated Jeremy Duch- 
arme of Dracut. Even though he 
was winning his previous matches. 
Allen said he had to take a 
different approach in the finals. 

“I changed my style because I 
was shooting all the way through. 
I took him down twice and that’s 
how I got my four points.” Allen 
explained. 

Allen also said hard work 
through training helped him in 
this tourney. 

“I have worked really hard. 
Last year I dislocated my clbow 
and I was out for the rest of the 
year. I went to three camps dur- 
ing the summer and one of them 
was a Russian Academy in Need- 
ham, so [winning the champion- 
ship] feels pretty good.” said 
Allen, who was holding a bag of 
ice on his knee as he said he heard 
something pop in the final match. 

Tajel Patel at 112 and Joe Carr 
both swiped fourth places to 
round of the wrestlers who plac- 
ed, and David Carr, Josh Wolfen- 
den and Chris Keating didn’t 
place, but they also did pretty 
well 

Now turning to Wilmington, 
besides Tate. Billy Harrison took a 
third in the 160-pound weight 
class when he pinned his opponent 
Doug Currier of Haverhill with 
1:06 left of the first round.

Tate becomes part of 
WHS Wrestling History

For just the third time in its ten 
year existence, did Wilmington 
crown a champion in a weight 
class in their own Sons of Italy 
Wrestling Tournament. Brian 
Murray and Scott Halliday were 
the lone two who have done be- 
fore Saturday, but Wilmington’s 
130-pound senior Billy Tate 
accomplished the tough feat with a 
dramatic overtime victory. 

After pinning his first three 
opponents in 12 seconds, 47 
seconds and 2:44, Tate’s final 
match against number one rated 
David Brown of North Andover, 
who had beaten Tate before.

With less than a minute left to 
go in the final period, Brown took 
Tate for two points and it 
appeared to go up by one and it 
seemed as if it would only be a 
matter of seconds until Tate would 
be pinned.

This roadway 
go parallel to the much talked 
about cable bridge that will also 
span the Basin and take traffic 
to the start of the new Central 
Artery Tunnel 

Big Dig spokesperson David 
Kruh of Reading, a senior writ 
er with Kechtel/Parsons Brink 
erhoff announced during an 
interview on Friday that the 
Connector was scheduled to 
open at the same time as the 
cable bridge in 2,002. However, 
the benetits from an early open 
ing of the Ted Williams’ Tunnei 
showed the designers of the pro 
ject that another side road 


would help to ease traffie from 
the north 

“The Ted Williams’ Tunne! 
has been deli-ering so many 
benefits ‘to the South Shore 

Kruh said, -that we decided to 
look at those for the North 
Shore” 

Because of the present con 
gestion during the morning and 
evening peak rush hours, caused 
by people from this area and 
north driving down [-93 and 
merging with people from the 
north coming in over the Tobin 
Bridge traffic is often backed up 
to at least Assembly Square 
Mall and sometimes as far back 
as the Route 16 exit. By cutting 
out this merge much of the traf 
fic is expected to flow more eas. 
ily. 

It is estimated that the pre 
sent Central Artery, designed to 
handle 75,000 cars when it 
opened in 1959, now carries 
close to 200,000 cars per day 
The new underground roadway 
is designed to carry 240,000 vehi 
cles per-day. Kruh said that the 
design will also be a lot smarter 
than that of the present Artery 

Instead of the 27 exits and 
entrances that allow access to 
the expressway, the new road 
will have only 14 ramps. These 
ramps will be designed to elim: 
nate the present weaving that 
now takes place when some 
vehicles need to get to an exit 
ramp that is placed close to an 
entrance ramp. 

The whole project is being 
designed to be a “smart“high 
way.” This will be accomplished 
with the use of strategically 
placed television cameras 
(already in place) that will mon 
itor trouble spots, computer sen 
sors to monitor the flow of traf 
fic over the roadway and envi 
ronmental sensors to monitor 
exhaust fumes and other char 


acterisuics needed to provect the 
air quality 
All of this data 1s fed into an 
Information Center that will 
monitor the situation and should 
be able to keep ahead of any 
traffic problems. The center's 
ability was demonstrated last

Is there a way to fix a piece of my good 
china that broke this holiday season? 


The key to successful china 
and glassware repair is to 
select the right glue, match the 
edges of the broken pieces ex- 
actly and hold them together 
tightly while the glue sets. So 
be sure to choose a time when 
you won't be interrupted 

Glue 

Use a clear epoxy adhesive 
that is slow drying and allows 
the pieces to be adjusted. Don’t 
use instant glues. They set too 
quickly. Epoxies, which are 
permanent and strongly water 
resistant, are particularly 
Suitable for repairs to items 
that will be immersed in warm 
water. Epoxies are two-part 
adhesives with a resin and a 
hardener that must be mixed 
together in equal proportions. 
Follow the package directions 

If a piece of china or 
glassware is especially valu- 
able, however, don’t use epoxy 
or any other permanent ad- 
hesive. Instead, mend it with a 
more water-soluble adhesive, 
such as polyvinyl acetate 
(PVA) or white glue, which 
lets you take a piece apart and 
fix it again. Wash the repaired 
piece carefully by hand. Never 
soak in warm water. 

Clean, Fit. Brace 

Before repairing a piece of 
china or glassware, make sure 
it is clean. Soak in a solution of 
one-half cup household bleach 
and 2 quarts water. Wash it 
and let it dry. Fit the dry 
pieces together to determine 


the best order of assembly, 
then glue them in that order 
Use a flat toothpick or 
matchstick to apply a very thin 
coat of glue along one edge of 


the break. Join and brace the. 


Pieces. Wipe off: any excess 
glue with a cotton swab soaked 
in alcohol or acetone (naii 
polish remover) before it com- 
pietely cures. 

Cracks 

If a piece of china deveiops 
a crack. use epoxy, either 
alone or mixed with whiting or 
kaolin powder and pigment ai! 
sold by ari-supply stores) Fil! 
the crack slightly higher than 
the surface. Smooth the area 
with a super-fine abrasive after 
the glue hardens 

To mend a crack in pottery 
use a cotton swab dipped in 
soapy water to clean arouna 
the crack. Place the object in

To repair a plate, cup or 
figurine, bury the largest piece 
in a deep tray or dishpan filled 
with clean sand with the 
broken surface _ protruding. 
Uncooked rice or beans work 
well also). Make sure the 
broken surface is horizontal so 
ithe other piece balances on it 
if the piece won't balance. hold 
it in place with a prop or a 
simple clamp such as a pinch- 
type clothespin.
